Mr Wetang’ula, who is also the 
Leader of the Minority in the Sen- 
ate, has told the court that sometime 
in 2010, he gave Shl2 million being a 
friendly loan to Mr Mungatana who 



at the time had told him that he had 
a pressing issue. 

“On receipt of the aforesaid friendly 
loan, the defendant gave the plaintiff 
his personal cheques which were to 
be banked on the due dates,” the Cord

C ord leaders yesterday chal- 
lenged President Kenyatta to 
resign over rising insecurity a 
day after he told the public to play a 
bigger role in fighting crime by taking 
responsibility for their safety. 

During yesterday’s prayer serv- 
ice for Homa Bay Senator Otieno 
Kajwang’ in Kisumu, the Cord poli- 
ticians, led by Mr Raila Odinga said 
the Jubilee Coalition had failed to 
provide security, leading to death of 
innocent Kenyans. 

The cited the recent Mandera at- 
tacks in which 28 people were shot 
dead by terrorists as well as earlier 
killings in Mpeketoni, Kapedo and 
the Westgate Mall, all of which have 
claimed over 170 lives. 

Speaking at the Jomo Kenyatta 
Sports Grounds, Siaya Senator 
James Orengo said Mr Kajwang’s 
death should be a wake-up call to 
the President to match his words on 
improving security with action. 

“Kajwang’s last message while de- 
bating in the Senate was firmly telling 
the Jubilee government to put their 
house in order to avert the security 
menace,” Mr Orengo told the large 
gathering that had turned up to pay 
their last respects to the senator, who 
died of a heart attack last week. 

Machakos Senator Johnson Muth- 
ama asked the Jubilee government to 
surrender power to Cord to avert an 
escalation of insecurity. 

“Jubilee has failed the country and 
President Uhuru Kenyatta must sur- 
render or else they will be responsible 
for the innocent blood,” he said. 

Suba MP John Mbadi accused the 
Jubilee government of hoodwinking 
Kenyans on security matters. 



“The President should stop play- 
ing public relations at the expense of 
the security of Kenyans. He should 
realise that people are dying,” Mr 
Mbadi said. 

His Suna counterpart Junet Mo- 
hamed called for the resignation 
of President Kenyatta, saying, his 
leadership was an example of a failed 
government. 

“It’s time President Kenyatta real- 
ised that the lives of over 40 million 
Kenyans are at stake. Time is ripe that 
Kenyans send the Jubilee government 
packing,” he said. 

A visibly emotional Mr Odinga, who 
arrived at the venue in a helicopter, led 
the roaring crowd in chanting “Jowi, 
Jowi (hero)” to symbolise Kajwang’s 
bravery. 

Sensitive issues 

He thanked the government for the 
assistance towards the senator’s burial 
and said ODM was ready to help on 
sensitive issues facing the country like 
insecurity. Kajwang’s body was flown 
to Kisumu in a police aircraft. 

Mr Odinga also used the occasion 
to warn ODM rebels to either toe the 
party line or resign. 

“We had warned them before that 
they either shape up or ship out. The 
choice is now theirs,” he said. 

In his eulogy, Mr Odinga said: “Mr 
Kajwang’s death has dealt ODM and 
Nyanza region a big blow, something 
that we are yet to comprehend.” 

He said Mr Kajwang’ never shied 
away from enforcing discipline against 
errant party members. 

Before the ODM leader arrived at 
the venue, there had been a security 
scare at the main dais when hundreds 
of youths surged forward as the hearse 
carrying Kajwang’s body arrived. This 
compelled the bodyguards of various 
dignitaries on the dais to take stra- 
tegic positions. 

The security team had a hectic time

as they sought to control the hundreds 
of youths who had blocked the hearse 
from entering a tent that had been 
set aside for it. 

A section of the youths threw stones 
at the main dais and brought down 
one tent near it. However, Mr Odin- 
ga’s arrival calmed them down and 
he later led them in chanting praises 
for Kajwang’. 

The senator’s body arrived at the 
Kisumu International Airport at 9am. 
ODM youths caused a security scare 
when they stormed into the sports 



ground moments after the police air- 
craft carrying the body arrived. Some 
security officers cocked their guns, 
but were restrained by their superiors. 
Kisumu Senator Anyang’ Nyong’o and 
Homa Bay County Woman MP Gladys 
Wanga intervened to calm the situ- 
ation. Homa Bay governor Cyprian 
Awiti and his Siaya counterpart, Mr 
Cornel Rasanga received the body. 

Kajwang’s brother and Ruaraka 
MP Tom Kajwang’ and other family 
members including the fallen sena- 
tor’s bodyguard, Mr Michael Kaoga, 




Crowd trouble mars 
public viewing of body

The planned public viewing 
of Senator Otieno Kajwang’s 
body in Kisumu and his rural 
home was yesterday marred by 
crowd trouble as youths scram- 
bled to get access to the tent 
sheltering the coffin. 

At Kisumu’s Jomo Kenyatta 
Sports Ground, crowds became 
uncontrollable shortly after 
10am and broke the security 
barriers in front of the dais. 

The residents surrounded 
the tent where the Homa Bay 
senator’s body was to be laid 
for viewing, making it impossi- 
ble for the coffin to be removed 
from the hearse when it finally 
arrived. 

Journalists were left between 
a rock and a hard place as 
crowds pressed forward while 
the VIPs’ security detail kept 
pressing back. It was a near- 
stampede when the hearse 
entered the grounds. 



The master of ceremony’s 
appeals to the crowd not to 
repeat what had happened 
the previous day in Nairobi fell 
on deaf ears when crowds de- 
stroyed barriers that had been 
placed to guide the queue. 

At the Homa Bay Stadium, 
security personnel had a hec- 
tic time battling hundreds of 
youths who had blocked the 
hearse from entering a tent 
set aside for it. 

Threw stones 

Some youths threw stones 
at the main dais and brought 
down another tent that had 
been designated to shelter 
the coffin. 

Speaking to the Nation , se- 
curity experts Richard Thuta 
and James Onyango said the 
organisers should tighten se- 
curity to ensure today’s burial 
goes on smoothly. 

But burial committee chair- 
man Martin Opere noted that 
the crowd trouble was not 
because of disorder but due 
to the excitement among the 
senator’s supporters. 
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by criminal gangs and terrorists in various parts of the country

Leader to be buried 
in Homa Bay today 

Business in Kisumu and other 
parts of Nyanza yesterday came 
to a standstill as hundreds 
of residents turned up to bid 
farewell to Homa Bay Senator 
Otieno Kajwang. 

Thousands of Kisumu residents 
lined up key roads as a convoy 
escorting Kajwang’s body to the 
Jomo Kenyatta grounds for final 
prayers snaked its way through 
the town as the crowds chanted 
the ‘Mapambano’ song for which 
Kajwang’s signature tune. 

After the Kisumu meeting, the 
procession headed to Homa 
Bay, where there was near- 
stampede at the Homa Bay 
County Stadium moments after 
the hearse arrived. 

The senator will be buried today 
at his Waondo Village home in 
Mbita. 



arrived at the airport aboard another 
police aircraft. 

There was a one-hour procession 
along Oginga Odinga Street to the 
Jomo Kenyatta Sports Ground for the 
open-air service. 

Some spectators climbed on 
rooftops to get a better view of the 
procession that brought businesses 
in Kisumu to a standstill. 

The hearse was escorted by youths 
waving twigs and chanting Mr Ka- 
jwang’s Mapambano signature tune. 
Like the rest of the mourners, they 
were not allowed to view the body. 

Prof Nyong’o described Mr Ka- 
jwang as a leader of the people who 
was gifted with the ability to charm 
crowds. “We are mourning but the 
fight must go on. We still have a 
long way to go as the opposition in 
pushing for change in the leadership 
of this country,” he said.

who never shied away from speaking 
his mind. 

In Nairobi, the country’s top security 
decision-making organ, the National 
Security Council, met yesterday for 
the second day running. 

The State House meeting started 
at 6 am and was still going on at 
6pm. On Tuesday, the meeting went 
on until 1.30am. 

On Wednesday, there was uproar in 
Parliament over the rising insecurity 



with MPs calling on the President to 
take charge of the situation. They also 
proposed that police training should 
change. They blamed corruption for 
insecurity. 

On the same day, the two main 
Christian religious organisations 
— the National Council of Churches 
of Kenya Conference of Catholic 
Bishops — asked the government to 
act to end the insecurity.

Joho talks tough on extremism 
as three mosques are reopened 

Elected leaders will 
create time to engage 
with those who have 
divergent views, says 
Mombasa governor

T hree out of four controversial 
mosques which were closed 
down by police were re-opened 
yesterday as Mombasa county lead- 
ers talked tough against indiscipline 
and extremism among youth from 
the region. 

However, the father of a gang at- 
tack suspect, who was picked to head 
the Masjid Musa committee, warned 
that no prayers would be held at the 
mosque without the express permis- 
sion from his team. 

“Those who strongly believe in 
Jihad should come and let us dialogue. 

We are ready to talk to you, come let’s 
find solutions to whatever is bedevil- 
ling us,” said Governor Hassan Joho 
outside Masjid Musa shortly after it 
was re-opened. 

He said elected leaders from the 
county would create time to engage 
with those who have divergent 
views. 

County Commissioner Nelson 
Marwa said those using places of 
worship to cause turmoil among the 
region would be dealt with. 

“The government is going to deal 
with you individually; we are going 
to act on that, hope we are clear on 
that,” he warned during a joint news 
briefing at the mosque. 

Mr Joho urged Muslims not to fight 
other faiths. The mosques which were 
reopened were Musa, Sakina and 
Swafaa. Mr Marwa announced that 
Masjid Minaa would remain closed 
until the community forms a com- 
mittee to manage it. 

He urged the youth to respect the

in Majengo before the Dhuhr prayers, 
the county commissioner also said 
residents and visitors that Mom- 
basa would have round-the-clock 
security. 

Mr Nassir urged Muslims to coex- 
ist peacefully with other residents in 
Majengo and asked the community to 
take charge of the mosque by ensuring 
that the right teachings take place. 

“We need to ensure that there is 
peace and prosperity prevails in this 
city and that after this, the security 
organs will create room for prayers to 
continue with normally,” he said. 

The mosque was reopened amid 
tight security as officers from the 
regular, Administration Police and 
GSU stood guard.

Green light 
before Friday 
prayers at 
Masjid Musa

Friday prayers will not be held 
at Mombasa’s Musa Mosque until 
a committee appointed to run it 
gives the all-clear. 

The new chairman of the 
mosque, Mr Musa Khatib Khamis, 
yesterday told worshippers after 
the Dhuhri prayers that the prayers 
would not be held since “anything 
could happen”. 

Mr Khatib is the father of Kayuni 
Khatib — one of the four youths 
who surrendered to the police two 
weeks ago — and who has been 
charged with the attempted killing 
of CID boss Victor Thangalani. 

Mr Khatib said nothing would 
take place in the mosque without 
his consent. 

“I will not allow anyone to lead 
prayers or do anything else without 
my knowledge,” Mr Khatib told the 
worshippers. 

Look for a cleric 

He told the congregation that 
nobody had asked for the keys to 
the mosque from County Commis- 
sioner Nelson Marwa during the 
two weeks it had been closed. 

“I went to Mr Marwa’s office 
and I will run the mosque the 
way I want. People will come to 
pray and leave me behind to close 
the mosque,” Mr Khatib told the 
worshippers who had turned up 
for prayers after the mosque 
reopened. 

Governor Hassan Joho asked 
those not happy with Mr Khat- 
ib’s idea to consult and find a 
way forward. 

“We have been through a lot of 
difficulties because of this mosque 
and we would like you not to argue 
over the issue. Sit down as a com- 
munity and look for a cleric to lead 
you in everything here,” he said. 

He urged the elders to involve 
young people in decision-making 
and even include them in the 
committee.

Professionals camping at 
a military base leave by 
road after government 
fails to evacuate them

P eople from outside Mandera 
started leaving the county by 
road yesterday. 

Among those fleeing are providers 
of essential services such as doctors 
and teachers. 

The workers said they decided 
to take the risk and travel by road 
after their pleas to the government 
to evacuate them by air following 
Saturday’s massacre, failed. 

About 40 women with babies 
or those who were pregnant were 
airlifted to Nairobi by the military 
on Wednesday. 

The professionals had demanded 
that the government evacuate them 
from the area after 28 people were 
shot dead by Al-Shabaab mili- 
tants. 

The group had been staying at a 
military camp in Mandera since the 
attack, fearing for their safety. 

The Chief of Staff in the Office of 
the President and Head of Public 
Service Joseph Kinyua, flanked by 
Army Commander Jackson Kassaon 
visited the workers on Tuesday and 



urged them to stay. 

“If you leave, then it will appear as if 
we have surrendered our sovereignty 
to Al-Shabaab,” argued Mr Kinyua. 

The two officials, who were ac- 
companied by Mandera Governor 
Ali Roba, assured the workers of 
security. 

Mr Roba held a public baraza in 
Mandera town on Wednesday and 
pleaded with those who provide es- 
sential services not to leave. 

But yesterday, most of the workers 
said they feared for their lives and 
opted to leave the county by road. 



Mr Daniel Wambua, a business- 
man in Mandera town told the

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Intelligence 
blamed over 
bus killings

A security expert has blamed 
poor intelligence for the Man- 
dera bus attack, which claimed 
28 lives. 

Retired military officer Mwenda 
Mbijjiwe faulted the National In- 
telligence Service for failing to 
provide other security agencies 
with accurate intelligence, which 
could have helped in averting the 
attack last Saturday. 

“What people do not want to 
admit is that our intelligence has 
failed. We are relying on white 
collar intelligence. 

“We have failed to involve the 
local people to carry out covert 
intelligence gathering. That 
way, we could have detected and 
averted the Mandera killings,” Mr 
Mbijjiwe said. 

Covert intelligence 

“The Moi administration sur- 
vived for 24 years because of using 
covert intelligence involving the 
local people, the local shopkeepers, 
shoe-shiners, newspaper vendors 
in intelligence gathering. We no 
longer involve this class of citizens 
and that is why our intelligence is 
failing,” he added. 

He also faulted the Kenya De- 
fence Forces for failing to create a 
buffer zone along the Kenya/Soma- 
lia border to prevent Al-Shabaab 
militants from crossing into the 
country. 

“The buffer zone should have 
pushed the Al-Shabaab to at least 
200 kilometres inside Somalia.” 



Cabinet: No more 
foreign adoptions

The government has 
banned the adoption of 
Kenyan children by for- 
eigners. 

The decision was arrived 
at during a cabinet meet- 
ing chaired by President 
Uhuru Kenyatta in Nairobi 
yesterday. 

Licences of those in- 
volved in inter-country 
adoptions were revoked 
with immediate effect. 

“The decision has been 
informed by Kenya’s rank- 
ing by the Global Report 
on Trafficking in Persons 
2014 that cited Kenya 
as a source, transit and 
destination country in 
human trafficking,” said 
a Cabinet memo sent to 
newsrooms. 

The country is also 
ranked at Tier 2 Watchlist 
for non-compliance with 
minimum standards for 
elimination of trafficking, 
based on the 2014 US State 
Department report on traf- 
ficking in persons. 

“Currently, Kenyan laws 
do not define child sale, 
child procuring, child 
trade and child launder- 
ing as part of trafficking,” 
said the memo. 

The Cabinet said this 
had in effect put Kenyan 
children at high risk. 

“This has created a loop- 
hole for fraudulent vested 
interests, masquerading 



through ownership of 
children homes, adoption 
agencies and legal firms 
representing children, and 
adopters, to engage in the 
unscrupulous business of 
human trafficking under 
the guise of charity,” the 
Cabinet said. 

A report released in 
August by a child rights 
organisation Cradle 
indicates that children 
as young as two were 
victims of trafficking for 
illegal adoption.

However, according to 
the organisation, pros- 
ecution of culprits has 
remained elusive since 
investigations were not 
being conducted by the 
relevant state agencies. 

A 19-year-old mission- 
ary from Oklahoma was 
recently charged in a US 
court for sexually abusing 
children in an orphanage 
in Nairobi. 

Meanwhile the gov- 
ernment is considering 
allocating additional funds 
to Uwezo Fund in the 
next financial year to be 
able to accommodate the 
huge number of interested 
youth and women.

M ore Orange party MPs 
have opposed the par- 
ty’s compromise list of 
officials and demanded that the 
entire membership participate in 
elections. 

After Funyula MP Paul 
Otuoma, who was among the 
first leaders to express their dis- 
comfort, five Orange Democratic 
Movement MPs demanded that 
the party hold open elections in- 
stead of having negotiations that 
resulted in the selection of the 
officials last weekend. 

“We can’t say that you can 
meet in a room and share 
positions and say that the deci- 
sion was made by all,” said Mr 
Otuoma at a press conference at 
Parliament Buildings. 

He said that the protracted 
wrangling over positions, which 
escalated after an attempt to hold 
elections in March ended in dis- 
array, should come to an end so 
that the party can play its role 
as the Opposition. 

“We must get a solution to take 
the party forward so that we can 
stop talking and start working,” 
Mr Otuoma added. 

Mr Otuoma views the elevation 
of his younger Busia counterpart 
Mr Namwamba, who was named 



secretary-general, as a slap in 
his face. 

He was joined yesterday by Ni- 
cholas Gumbo (Rarieda), Simba 
Arati (Dagoretti North), Samuel 
Arama (Nakuru Town West) and 
Abdikadir Ore (Wajir North). 

ODM party leader Raila 
Odinga has faced an unlikely 
revolt from his allies after the 
retreat in Elementaita at which 
the officials were selected, with 
Kakamega Governor Wycliffe 
Oparanya and Busia Woman 
MP Florence Mutua rejecting 
their positions. 



Mr Odinga has in the mean- 
time been reaching out to 
disgruntled leaders who felt 
they should have been in the 
line-up but were dropped. 

Mr Gumbo said the main 
concern of some in the party 
right now is the state of the 
secretariat, which he blamed 
for the mess at the Kasarani 
Gymnasium, the scene of the 
bungled elections in March. 

He was also emphatic that 
their clamour is not for the 
positions but about the process 
through which the officials are 



selected. 

“How can we say that we are 
in the Opposition yet the peo- 
ple who are in dalliance with 
the government are the ones 
we are being given to lead us?” 
he asked. 

He however said: “If the 
membership of the party feels 
that they are the right ones, we’ll 
take them...” 

Mr Gumbo said some of those 
uncomfortable with the list of 
officials spent their personal 
resources in Okoa Kenya, the 
Cord-led push for a referendum, 
yet some did not even attend 
events in their own counties. 

But according to Ugunja 
MP Opiyo Wandayi, who was 
named Secretary for Political 
Affairs, “all this hullabaloo is 
unnecessary” because all these 
concerns would be amicably ad- 
dressed internally. 

He said the list of officials 
was interim and subject to the 
approval of the National Govern- 
ing Council, which meets at the 
Bomas of Kenya next Friday to 
decide on whether the named of- 
ficials remain or are replaced. 

“All these things are perfectly 
within the ODM constitution,” he 
said at Parliament Buildings. 

“You’ll never find 100 per cent 
concurrence on issues to do with 
party positions because politi- 
cians by nature would want to 
be appointed,” he added.

Pressure piles up 
to sack Chirchir

Four ODM legislators 
yesterday piled pressure 
on President Kenyatta to 
sack Cabinet Secretary for 
Energy Davis Chirchir over 
corruption claims. 

Ugunja MP Opiyo Wan- 
dayi said they will soon 
start collecting signatures 
in support of a motion 
seeking to compel the 
President to dismiss Mr 
Chirchir (right). 

Mr Wandayi, who read a 
statement on behalf of his 
colleagues, Taita Taveta 
Woman Representative 
Joyce Lay, Westlands MP 
Tim Wanyonyi and Nomi- 
nated MP Isaac Mwaura, 
accused the minister of 
violating the Constitution 
by his continued stay in the 
office in light of ‘grave’ al- 
legations against him. 

Corrupt officer 

“We have decided to take 
this route because the Presi- 
dent is unwilling to act on 
the matter to safeguard the 
Constitution by appearing 
to shield a corrupt officer,” 
Mr Wandayi said. 

Mr Chirchir is named as 
the recipient of a bribe in a 
case filed in a London court 
against a firm that sup- 
plied the defunct Interim 
Independent Electoral 




Commission with ballot 
papers when the minister 
was a commissioner. He 
has not responded to the 
allegations and the Opposi- 
tion coalition Cord has been 
pushing for his removal 
since the scam that has 
acquired the “chickengate 
scandal” nickname was re- 
ported over a week ago. 

“Our aim is to protect the 
Constitution and to restore 
the image of our country,” 
they said. 

If the motion is driven 
through to the House, it will 
only add to the pressure the 
President has been facing 
to act on members of his 
administration, accused of 
graft or nonperformance. 

Both Cord and Jubi- 
lee MPs have asked the 
President to sack Interior 
Cabinet Secretary Joseph 
Ole Lenku over increased 
insecurity in the country. 



Governors, 
Cord step 
up push for 
referendum

The Okoa Kenya and Pesa 
Mashinani referendum initiatives 
are set to finalise their respective 
draft Bills next week ahead of their 
presentation to the electoral com- 
mission next month. 

Council of Governors chairman 
Isaac Ruto (above) told the Nation 
that governors would hold a retreat 
with the team of experts working 
on the Pesa Mashinani draft Bill 
in Naivasha next week to fine-tune 
the final document before handing 
it over to the Independent Electoral 
and Boundaries Commission. 

“We ought to have had the retreat 
this week to put together the final 
document, but we had to postpone 
it following the death of Senator 
(Otieno) Kajwang’. We have now 
set the retreat for next week in 
Naivasha,” the Bomet Governor 
said. 

At the same time, Mr Paul 
Mwangi, who chairs the team of 
experts spearheading the Okoa 
Kenya push, said his team had 
finished compiling the final draft, 
which they would present to Cord 
MPs and senators next week. 

“We have concretised our final 
draft, we now have an idea what 
we will take to the IEBC. What 
we want to do is to get a politi- 
cal reality check and that is why 
we are having a meeting with 
the politicians next week to get 
their views on the document,” Mr 
Mwangi said. 

He said his team would consult 
with the Cord political caucus that 
includes senators and MPs to iron 
out any contentious issues before 
taking the document to IEBC. 

“Political consultations will 
start immediately culminating 
in the document being taken to 
IEBC. We are entering into the 
final phase of our task, which was 
to collect views and prepare the 
Bill,” Mr Mwangi said. 

A million signatures 

Mr Ruto said the Pesa Mashinani 
initiative was almost hitting the 
“one million signature” mark set 
out in the Constitution. 

“The last time I checked, we were 
almost hitting the one million sig- 
nature target,” he said. 

Mr Mwangi had earlier revealed 
the meeting with MPs and senators 
was necessary to address a number 
of clauses, which leaders had ex- 
pressed reservations about. 

Among the contentious clauses 
in the draft Bill were a proposal 
to hold the election of the Execu- 
tive and the legislative arms of 
government separately, or that of 
the national government and the 
devolved governments.

Requests for payment 

The case had been slated for 
hearing yesterday, but was put 
off on request of the judge and 
will now be heard on December 
8 before Mr Justice David On- 
yancha.

He 
neither responded to my ad- 
vocate’s letter nor fulfilled his 
promise,” he said.

Mr Mungatana says he does 
not owe the Cord senator 
any money and that the 
cheques were security for a 
deal they had together. 

He says he did not receive 
any money with his free 
consent.

He has also said that the 
suit was based on an illegal 
unenforceable contract, which 
is against public policy. 

“It is tainted with misrepre- 
sentation and mistake of fact, 
non-disclosure of material facts 
and is, therefore, incompetent 
and bad in law,” Mr Mungatana 
said in his reply to the accusa- 
tions against him. 

He has also said that the claim 
was based on mischief and aimed 
at soiling his name. According 
to him, at no time did he ever 
receive any money with his full 
or free consent. 



The former Garsen MP 
similarly said that the cheques 
produced as support documents 
in the suit were the value of a 
principal sum given to the Sena- 
tor and profit returns that were 
expected from a business deal 
they had executed together. 

“The cheques were therefore 
to be held as security pending the 
maturity of the deal and were not 
intended to be presented to the 
bank for payment,” he said. 

Mr Mungatana has also ac- 
cused the senator of running 
out of patience before their 
deal could mature. 



Mutua wants 
wife to bring 
back children

Machakos Governor Alfred 
Mutua and his estranged wife are 
embroiled in a custody dispute 
over their three children who are 
living in Australia. 

The governor took his wife, 
Ms Josephine Thitu Maundu, to 
court yesterday, seeking her to be 
compelled to return their children 
from Australia. 

While he accuses his wife of se- 
cretly taking the children out of 
the country without his consent 
on November 5 to an unknown 
destination, Ms Maundu claims he 
abandoned the family in 2012. 

Rights activists 

Through lawyer Mugambi Lai- 
chena, Dr Mutua wants an order 
directing the head of mission and 
the Kenyan High Commissioner to 
Australia to assist him in bringing 
back the children. 

He accuses some of his wife’s 
relatives and human rights activ- 
ists of trying to force their way into 
his matrimonial property. 

He wants Ms Maundu’s relatives, 
friends, tenants and employees re- 
strained from entering, accessing 
or interfering with his matrimonial 
properties in Nairobi’s Westlands, 
and in Mavoko and Matathani in 
Machakos until the suit is heard 
and determined. The hearing 
resumes on Monday.

About 300 Kenyan doctors and 
other health workers leave for 
West Africa next week to assist 
in the war against Ebola, the 
Health ministry has said. 

The health workers will be 
chosen from 650 applicants 
for the jobs, Health Cabinet 
Secretary James Macharia said 
yesterday. 

“We are currently working on 
their (travel) logistics and issues 
pertaining to their insurance in 
conjunction with the African 
Union,” Mr Macharia said. 



Teacher cut his pupil’s scrotum 



Instructor

A teacher was yesterday 
jailed for life for slashing 
his pupil’s scrotum with 
a razor blade. 

Primary school teacher 
Changoma Abdallah committed 
the heinous act on the pupil on 
January 21, 2013, at Bridge In- 
ternational Academy in Ujamaa, 
Likoni at the coast. 

Other pupils had left for 
home and only two pupils were 
in school. 

The boy told the court that as 
he was leaving the school gate, 
his teacher called him back to 
the classroom and ordered him 
to remove his shorts and he on 
the desk. 

The teacher then removed a 



razor blade and cut the boy’s 
scrotum and asked him to dress 
and go home, the court heard. 

A neighbour alerted the child’s 
stepmother, since his biological 
mother is mentally ill, after see- 
ing him walk with difficulty, and 
in blood-stained trousers. 

The stepmother alerted her 
husband, who came home and 
took his son to hospital. 

Blood-stained desk 

After being treated and dis- 
charged, the man took his son to 
Inukaa Police Station to record 
a statement. The following day 
he went to the school with the 
police. 

The teacher had not reported 
to work that day because he knew 
what he had done and especially 
after the public turned up look- 
ing for him. 



Police took the blood-stained 
desk as evidence and sent it to 
the Government Chemist for 
analysis. 

Forensic analyst Oguda George 
Lawrence told the court that the 
blood on the desk matched that 
on the boy’s school uniform.

Kimanga said the minor’s evi- 
dence was coherent and entirely 
believable because he recalled 
the entire event. 

The boy had led the police 
to the scene where the blood- 
stained desk was and finally 
identified his attacker, Mr Ki- 
manga noted. 

“I am inclined to believe the 
testimony and chronology of 
events,” he ruled. 

“I hope the punishment herein 
will serve as a lesson to all like- 
minded elements,” said the 
magistrate. 

“The court decries the rot in 
society that now threatens to tear 
the social fabric into tatters and 
consign morality to oblivion. It 
calls for all education stakehold- 
ers to correct and act to ensure 
the safety of children in school,” 
Mr Kimanga said.

A witness yesterday re- 
counted in a Nairobi 
court that the body of 
her sister lay under a bed she 
was unwittingly sleeping in at 
a rented house. 

Ms Nancy Bosibori Mogambi 
also said that a man charged 
with her sister’s murder ac- 
companied her to the police 
station to report the grisly 
finding before he was later 
linked to the crime. 

The prosecution says that 
Mr Elly Waga Omondi also 
raped the former Kenyatta 
University student before kill- 
ing her and stashing her body 
under the bed. 

Spent night out 

“I arrived home around 8pm 
and found the key at the win- 
dow where we normally kept 
it; I then opened the door 
but I did not notice anything 
unusual... I thought she had 
gone to see her friends,” Ms 
Bosibori said. 

She said she stayed in the 
bedroom for a while before get- 
ting into bed. 

“The following morning, 
March 26, 2012, I woke up 
around 7am and my sister had 
not turned up. I never took it 
seriously because she at times 
spent the night out. ..I locked the 
main door and placed the key at 
the window where she could find 
it,” the witness said. 

She then left for college and 
returned around 3pm. “I noticed 
that my sister had not turned 
up yet, as the clothing she had

washed were still on the line 
outside.” 

Ms Bosibori said she left the 
house to visit an aunt at the 
nearby Makongeni estate and 
returned at 9.30pm but her sister 
had still not turned up. 

“The absence of my sister for 
such a long time, plus her phone 
being off, frightened me. Since 
I was alone I sat on the bed and 
impulsively decided to check 
under the bed,” she said. 

The witness said she saw her 
sister’s leg and immediately 
rushed outside to tell a friend. 

“I told him I had seen my sis- 
ter under the bed,” she said. 

The friend, Mr Omondi, is 



charged with the murder of Ms 
Ednah Mogambi at Mbotela Tel- 
eposta staff quarters, Nairobi, on 
March 25, 2012. 

Ms Bosibori said Mr Omondi 
accompanied her to Makongeni 
Police Station to report the mat- 
ter. The officers later linked him 
to the murder. 

Yesterday, a forensic expert 
told the court that Ms Mogam- 
bi’s phone was tracked to Mr 
Omondi’s house. 

Mr Livingstone Lihanda said 
the student’s phone, which had 
been switched off, was within 100 
metres of the scene of crime.

I’ll not resign, declares 
besieged Eala Speaker

that she will not quit.

File motion 

Kenyan MP Peter Mathuki 
filed the motion to remove Dr 
Zziwa and was seconded by 
Tanzania’s Abdullah Mwinyi. 

The MPs accuse the Speaker, 
a Ugandan, of mismanagement 
and being an obstacle to the 
smooth running of the regional 
assembly. 

“If members want me out, 
then let them remove me but 
with the right process,” Dr 




Zziwa said. 

She spoke a day after mem- 
bers endorsed the motion 
barring her from exercising the 
duties of the Speaker. She said 
the procedure used to arrive at 
the decision was wrong. The 
motion had been pending since 
March and was finally tabled 
on Wednesday during a stormy 
session of the House. 

The Committee on Legal 
Rules and Privileges is ex- 
pected to determine the motion 
and has 21 days to deliver its 
verdict. 

Eala is currently sitting in 
Nairobi. The third meeting 
of the third session, which 
began on November 17, has 
been marked by the debate of 
the Speaker’s removal.

Ruto allies incited 
people, says witness

P oliticians allied to 
Deputy President Wil- 
liam Ruto incited their 
supporters against Kikuyus in 
the Rift Valley, accusing them 
of planning to rig the 2007 
elections, an ICC witness said 
yesterday. 

Mr Ruto’s co-accused, 
journalist Joshua Sang, also 
gave specific instructions 
on air during his radio pro- 
gramme, asking Kalenjins to 
block major roads to ensure 
vehicles that were reported to 
be ferrying fake ballot papers 
for rigging in Eldoret, id not 
enter the area. 

Witness P-568 said that 
a nominated councillor and 
close confidant of Mr Ruto, Mr 
Farouk Kibet, announced to 
a crowd at the Eldoret Police 
station that Kikuyus had to be 
evicted from the area because 
they were behind plans to rig 
the polls. 

“These Kikuyus have to be 
taken back to Kibaki (former 
president) because we cannot 
allow them to rig elections in 
our area,” said the witness. 



The 27th witness, said Mr 
Kibet also complained about 
the many Kikuyus holding 
government positions in Uasin 
Gishu County, and named a 
district commissioner and 
area police boss among other 
top officials who were Kikuyus. 
He accused President Mwai 
Kibaki, of imbalance in his ap- 
pointments, the court heard. 

Mr Kibet reportedly made 
the remarks in the presence 
of Mr Ruto and former ODM 
chairman Mr Henry Kosgey, 
but when he spoke, the DP 
called for calm, saying he 
would inspect the vehicle that 
was said to have carried the 
fake ballot papers to confirm 
the claims.

Number of people who had 
blocked the Nairobi-Eldoret

Mr Sang had reportedly 
announced on the radio on 
December 26, 2007, a day to 
the elections, that fake bal- 
lots were being ferried from 
Nairobi to Eldoret using Molo 
Line shuttles, and Citi Hoppa 
buses. 

The witness, who was also 
a victim of the post-election 
violence, said there were 
more than 3,000 people, 
who blocked the Nairobi-El- 
doret road. 



They intercepted a Molo 
Line vehicle, forcing the 
driver to speed off to the po- 
lice station as the protesters 
threatened to set it ablaze, on 
suspicion it was carrying the 
fake ballots. 

Questioned by prosecution 
lawyer, Mr Lucio Garcia, the 
witness said a vehicle belong- 
ing to Mr Ruto drove through 
Eldoret town and the sur- 
rounding areas, announcing 
the rigging plans through 
loud speakers. 

Earlier ICC judges, rejected 
submissions by the Office of 
the Prosecutor to have the first 
witness, also a victim of the 
post-election violence, testify 
in camera. 

Presiding judge Chile 
Eboe-Osuji ruled that the 
court would take necessary 
measures to have the wit- 
ness give details that were 
likely to reveal his identity in 
a closed session. But general 
information would be given 
in public. 

The submissions by the 
prosecution lawyers caused 
yesterday’s session, which was 
also attended by Mr Ruto, to 
start late - almost four hours 
behind schedule. 

Yesterday, Mr Ruto sat pen- 
sively as he keenly followed 
the proceedings having been 
summoned by the judges on 
Tuesday. 

This followed a court reso- 
lution that every time a PEV 
victim testifies, the accused 
has to be present in court.

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Agreement should end 
disputes on land issues 

A n end to the quarrels between the Ministry of 
Lands and the National Land Commission 
should be good news to all the stakehold- 
ers affected by the impasse. We can only hope that 
the rapprochement signalled by Lands, Housing 
and Urban Development Cabinet Secretary Char- 
ity Ngilu and National Land Commission chairman 
Muhammad Swazuri was genuine, and not a mere 
public relations photo shoot. 

Mrs Ngilu and Dr Swazuri have been feuding al- 
most since the Jubilee Government was appointed. 
The jurisdictional disputes played out in the public 
gallery were not just a major embarrassment, but 
also badly impacted on the management of the sec- 
tor. It took the intervention of President Kenyatta 
and an order by the Supreme Court for the two of- 
ficials to sit down and work out a compromise. 

A joint technical team from the ministry and the 
commission developed guidelines to harmonious 
relations and defined the mandate and scope of 
each office. It will now be presented to the Supreme 
Court as the outcome of the arbitration process and 
recorded as consent. 

However, that agreement must be worth a great 
deal more than just a ceasefire between two quarrel- 
ling individuals. It cannot be about Mrs Ngilu and 
Dr Swazuri, but a document affirming the legal and 
constitutional role, functions, and boundaries be- 
tween the Ministry of Lands and the National Land 
Commission. That way, it will stand the test of time 
and ensure that in future management of the land 
sector, including transfers, issuance of title deeds, 
access to and custody of files and maps, and all 
other business, will never again be hostage to turf 
wars. One big lesson here is that prudent steward- 
ship of the public sector can only be guaranteed by 
laws, regulations and institutions. 



Support regional trade 

P resident Yoweri Museveni of Uganda has add- 
ed to the voices critical of Kenya’s handling 
of regional trade. At the heart of the matter 
is the concern by Ugandan traders that Kenya’s 
authorities are blocking their goods from accessing 
local markets, contrary to regional trade pacts. 

Since the launch of the East African Common 
Market in 2010, the member states opened their 
doors to allow free movement of goods and serv- 
ices. Given its strong economy, Kenya has been 
the main beneficiary of enhanced regional trade 
agreements. Indeed, this is the reason why some 
countries such as Tanzania have misgivings about 
completely opening their doors, fearing domination 
by the region’s giant. 

The concerns about Kenya’s authorities blocking 
goods from Uganda do not augur well for continued 
regional cooperation. In fact, such a move is likely 
to backfire on Kenya. Worse, it is coming just a few 
days ahead of the EAC Heads of State meeting in 
Nairobi. Kenya’s Ministry of East Africa Coopera- 
tion needs to deal with the concerns expressed by 
Uganda and any other member state. Those bureau- 
crats unnecessarily hindering free movement of 
goods and services need proper guidance.

Somalia strategy has failed to assure 
our security ; so it's time to rethink it 



P resident Kenyatta has 
a crisis on his hands, 
one which he has 
inflicted on himself through 
his poor handling of the 
country’s security and which 
could lead to his fall if he 
does not get smart, rather 
than angry. 

There are two ways of 
looking at the security 
failures around the attack 
by Al-Shabaab last week in 
which 28 people, mainly 
teachers, were executed. 

The first one is the account- 
ability view, where we look 
for the person who failed 
and nail him to the wall. 

This is the typical Kenyan 
approach, this being a coun- 
try of vindictive politics and 
emotion-soaked reaction to 
failure. My own take is that 
whereas it is good to hold 
people accountable, merely 
sacking the person in ques- 
tion does not solve the 
underlying problem. 

Samuel Kivuitu, and the 
entire Electoral Commission 
of Kenya, was sacked, but 
serious problems remain. 
General Hussein Ali was 
removed as police boss, 
replaced with Mathew Iteere 
and finally David Kimaiyo. 
Today, the police force is in 
its worst shape in the his- 
tory of the country. 

The second approach, 
which is to look beyond the 
people to the institutions 
and the broader security 
strategy, actually reveals 
a much bigger problem 



regarding Kenya’s secretive 
but bungling dealings with 
Somalia. The strategy has 
either failed totally or is in 
the process of failing. Kenya 
sent its troops into Somalia 
with the intention of clear- 
ing three Somali provinces 
— Gedo, Lower Juba, and 
Upper Juba — of Al-Shabaab 
to create a buffer against 
the kind of attack we saw 
last Saturday. Secondly, the 
military incursion was ex- 
pected to cut Al-Shabaab’s 
economic feet by denying 
it revenues from the port of 
Kismayu and, thirdly, gener- 
ally taking the war to Al- 
Shabaab in its own backyard 
to defeat it and give Somalia 
a chance to form a demo- 
cratic government and end 
decades of state collapse. 

Whereas, for nationalistic 
reasons, Kenyans support 
the military mission in So- 
malia, it is difficult to know 
what exactly the troops are 
doing there. There is very 
little information from the 
areas under the control of 
the Kenyan component of 
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Kenya has become

the African Union Mis- 
sion in Somalia (Amisom). 
Yes, Al-Shabaab is out of 
Kismayu, but who replaced 
it? Al-Shabaab, which we 
thought was on its last legs, 
is still able to set up camp 
five kilometres from the 
border, cross, attack, and 
slaughter at will. What hap- 
pened to the buffer zone? 

Propping up the regime 
in Mogadishu is a good hu- 
manitarian objective, but as 
an effective ally in Kenya’s 
efforts to protect itself from 
Al-Shabaab, my opinion is 
that the regime is useless. 

To the Kenyan public, it 
appears that the Somali 
government behaves like an 
innocent bystander when 
its citizens are carrying out 
acts of terrorism against 
friendly neighbours. It does 
not feel responsible and it 
does not act responsible; 
it hides behind a tiresome 
helplessness. So, we have 
not got many of the benefits 
of that security strategy, 
but we are paying the full 
costs. Kenya has become 
Al-Shabaab’s core business: 
a full 23 per cent of all Al- 
Shabaab’s attacks between 
its founding in 2007 and 
2012 were against Kenya. 
Looking at the big picture, 
between 1975 (when the 
first terror attack in Kenya 
was reported, that is the 
so-called Maskini Liberation 
Front’s attack on Starlight 
disco) and 2012, there have 
been 251 terror attacks on 



Kenyan soil, with “ter- 
ror attacks” being defined 
rather broadly. Al-Qaeda 
has attacked Kenya three 
times, killed 240 people, 
and injured 4,000. The 
attacks on Paradise Hotel 
and the embassy bombings 
account for the bulk of that 
damage. Al-Shabaab first at- 
tacked Kenya in 2008 when 
it raided a police station in 
Wajir and freed Al-Qaeda 
suspects. Between then and 
2012, it has attacked 93 
times, killing 121 Kenyans 
and injuring nearly 500. 

This toll does not include 
last year’s nearly daily gre- 
nade attacks and the big one 
in September on Westgate. 

This is a serious war. It is 
not just a security problem 
which can be solved by 
buying police more vehicles. 
The truth is that the Na- 
tional Intelligence Service, 
the military, and the police 
need a massive kick in the 
backside. Certainly, the po- 
lice must be built from the 
ground up; it is catastrophi- 
cally broken. The military 
and the intelligence services 
must not go into politics; 
they must be professional 
and effective. The Somalia 
strategy must be reviewed 
and modified. The President 
needs a war council; his cur- 
rent team is a big joke. 

Mr Kenyatta’s honeymoon 
is over, time to start earning 
the big bucks.

Fare thee well , comrade , you fought 
the good fight for Kenya's democracy 



A giant has fallen from our 
midst and gone silent. 

It is our fate to bear the 
pain of seeing Gerald Otieno 
Kajwang’ depart. Kajwang’s 
thoughts and spirit opened 
doors to new and freer fron- 
tiers. He nurtured dreams that 
gave hope to the hopeless. His 
powerful voice shook the pow- 
erful and the mighty. 

The man we bury today was 
tied to me personally with a 
cord that no one can break, in 
ways many may never under- 
stand. May he live forever! 

You had to live my life with 
Kajwang’ to appreciate the ties 
that bound us. You had to be 
at the centre of the struggle 
to know why this sharp legal 
mind has had to die poor while 
peers and colleagues of lesser 
talent minted money to tease 
and taunt him. You had to 
come of age in his time to un- 
derstand that someone had to 
rebel for freedom to come. 

Our paths first crossed in 
the 1980s. My harrowing tales 
of life in detention became 
his reason to join the change 
movement. Kajwang’ felt sum- 
moned by history to stand up 
for our nation when imprison- 
ment, torture, assassination, 
and murder swept the land. 

He embraced that time- 
less call of Dr Martin Luther 
King Junior... “A time comes 
when silence is betrayal.” He 
heeded the call to seize the 
moment and give coherence

to the dreams, wishes, and 
frustrations of our people. He 
brought vigour, charm, and en- 
ergy to the change movement. 

Pro bono, he took up the 
cases of youths thrown into 
police custody for crying 
freedom. Kajwang’ became a 
friend, a brother, a keeper, and 
a comrade. Hand in hand, we 
walked through the shadows 
and valleys of death, tended 
to each other’s wounds, and 
mourned each other’s sor- 
rows. We stood by each other 
and helped each other fight. 
We watched as friends turned 
their backs on us. 

But we swore to keep walk- 
ing, straight into what we 
believed was the Promised 
Land. Kajwang’s friends be- 
came my friends and mine his. 
His parents became my par- 
ents and mine his. We boiled 
with ideas about freeing our 
people and making our coun- 
try great. But we also shared 



precious moments of joy and 
laughter and enjoyed the taste 
of freedom when it arrived. 

With Kajwang’, we made 
decisions that shaped our 
country: To resign as MP 
and seek fresh mandate in 
1996; to have the National 
Development Party present 
a presidential candidate in 
1997; to take the Golden- 
berg case to court. Kajwang’ 
was intricately involved in 
the negotiations that led to 
cooperation, partnership’ 
and merger with Kanu. He 
was party to our decision to 
pull out of Kanu. Kajwang’s 
passing, therefore, leaves a 
monumental emptiness in me 
and in all his friends. He prob- 
ably would have wanted us 
to look back on our struggles 
with pride, sing on, and march 
with greater resolve and faith 
into what lies ahead. He elec- 
trified crowds with his witty 
and humorous presentation 
of weighty political matters at 
our public rallies. 

In his death, the Orange 
Democratic Movement, the 
Cord fraternity, and the 
change movement have lost 
one of their most fearless and 
eloquent public speakers. Ka- 
jwang’ never retreated from a 
battle that was not finished, 
never shied from responsibil- 
ity, and never shifted blame. 

He was a worker who rose 
early and retired late. He im- 
mersed himself fully into the 



job of Cabinet minister for Im- 
migration, initiating reforms 
against strong opposition from 
within that was determined to 
make him fail. 

No human being is perfect. 
Kajwang’ had his failings. 
Revisionists that our nation 
is blessed with will lurch on 
to these to rewrite history 
and make a failure out of this 
unsung hero. Fate has deter- 
mined that Kajwang’ travels 
ahead of us. I want to believe 
that when our time comes, he 
will be there to meet us and 
seek to know how we fared 
with the struggle and probably 
ask that we sing Bado Mapam- 
bano. We have a pact with him 
to take the liberation flag right 
to the mountain top. Then we 
shall hand over the spear of 
the nation to our successors 
and with pride say, “Here, the 
weapon to safeguard a nation 
delivered by the heroes of our 
past.” When the roll is called 
up yonder of men who gave 
their all to our nation, Ka- 
jwang’s name shall be there. 

So, go well, my brother. 

Fare thee well, dear friend. 
Have peace, our comrade. Be 
assured that we will strive 
to bring unity to our divided 
land, peace to our tormented 
country, equity to our unequal 
Kenya, and dignity to our de- 
humanised citizens.

We must focus on resolving security threat 



W hen sudden death occurs, peo- 
ple tend to quarrel and disagree 
and some parents even end up 
divorcing over it. Bereavement call for 
great restraint. The tendency is to quickly 
apportion blame. We go through that 
phase as a nation in times of crisis, which 
is becoming too frequent. The stere- 
otypical response, as is happening at the 
moment, is for some to call for others to 
resign or be sacked and others to walk 
out of negotiations. So now the National 
Council of Churches of Kenya (NCCK) 
has expressed reservations about it’s 
engagement with Muslim clerics over reli- 
gion-motivated terrorism. 

A recent instructive example of how to 
deal with a security situation would have 
been how the Orange Democratic Move- 
ment dealt with the chaos that disrupted 
its party elections. Some members of the 
gang were captured on video and have 
been identified. Has anybody resigned? 
Has anyone been sacked? Apparently, 
dealing with insecurity within a political 
party is such a complex matter that it 
needs a special group to look into it and 
time to come up with recommendations. 

So, how can we so quickly apportion 
blame, sack or force officers that we re- 
cently vigorously vetted to resign? Pray, 
why did we not pick the “better” ones the 
first time around? What guarantee is there 
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We really have no choice but to 
keep talking to one another 
— the opposition and the 
government, Muslims and 
Christians, and everybody else” 

that we shall now pick good officers? If 
these and many such questions are not 
answered, self-righteous indignation will 
only add fuel to the fire and play into the 
hands of our enemies. 

The NCCK has accused Muslim clerics 
of either being unable to contain the ter- 
rorists or colluding with them. Let NCCK 
remember that Muslim clerics have paid 
the ultimate price for standing up for 
peaceful coexistence. Let it remember the 
Muslim cleric who has had to resign his 
divine calling because circumstances have 
made it impossible for him to continue. 
One wonders how many other clerics are 
taking their lives into their own hands 
by carrying on their divine calling. There 
must be many Muslims agonising over 
whether they or their relatives could take 
up such a deadly responsibility. That 
sacrifice should not be disregarded. If 



NCCK is to be allowed to cast stones, can 
we start with what it has done to rein in 
“lesser terrorists” among their faithful? 
What is it doing about pastors conning 
poor Kenyans? They are well known and 
their operation bases are clear. They do 
not sneak in from Somalia and disappear 
after committing atrocities. If NCCK is 
finding it difficult to effectively deal with 
“happy-go-lucky” errant pastors, how can 
it expect Muslim clerics to find it easy to 
rein in Al-Shabaab and Al-Qaeda? 

We really have no choice but to keep 
talking to one another — the opposi- 
tion and the government, Muslims and 
Christians, and everybody else. Knee-jerk 
reactions can assuage our momentary 
anger and grief, but when the dust over 
the graves has settled, our society has 
a big problem to deal with. Calling for 
resignation, sacking or not talking to one 
another is only ventilating. We must brace 
ourselves to do the difficult job of reason- 
ing together. We must strive to answer 
Chinua Achebe’s question, “Where did the 
rain start beating us?”

Assembly seeks 
explanation on use 
of symbols not 
cleared by MCAs

T he disclosure that Kiambu 
does not have an official 
flag and other symbols of 
power caused an uproar in the 
county assembly, with the mem- 
bers questioning the origin of the 
one that is currently in use. 

Members attending the 
Wednesday session said they had 
never approved any Motion on 
what constitutes the county’s flag 
and other symbols of power. 

“Who gave them the authority 
to use the flag and the seals they 
have been putting on licences?” 
Limuru Central MCA Njenga 
Murugami asked. 

The heated debate was 
sparked by County Secretary 
Fred Kitema’s acknowledgment 
that the county “does not have 
a flag and has never purported 
to use any”. 

This, despite the fact the 
executive uses one during of- 



ficial functions and also has it 
displayed in its seat of power 
- the governor’s office. 

Even though Governor Wil- 
liam Kabogo does not fly it on 
his official motor vehicle, the flag 
in red, white, black and purple 
colours and bearing the county’s 
name, stands on the right side of 
his seat, with the National Flag 
displayed on the left. 

It is also raised during official 
public functions alongside the 
National Flag. 

Mr Kitema’s statement was in 
response to Ngewa Ward Rep- 
resentative Karungo Thangwa’s 
demand for an explanation on 



the use of the flag, and who came 
up with it. 

The statement was read to the 
House by the Deputy Majority 
Leader, Ms Margaret Mwago. 

Mr Thangwa told the House 
that the county government had 
been using “what it claims is an 
official flag” yet the assembly had 
not passed any legislation on the 
creation of county symbols. 

The former broadcaster said 
the flag had been used at official 
functions such as the governor’s 
address to the assembly and 
also during the Kenya Inter- 
Counties Cultural and Sports 
Association games in Nakuru, in 



which Kiambu County’s teams 
took part. 

Mr Thangwa said the county’s 
official 2014 calendar also bears 
the same flag. 

Section 4 of the County Gov- 
ernment Act gives the assembly 
powers to approve as well as 
enact legislation governing the 
use of such symbols. 

Mr Kitema said the executive 
was “in the process of preparing 
the requisite legislative proposals 
together with suggested county 
symbols, which will be forwarded 
to the assembly for approval”. 

On July 9, the assembly ap- 
proved a Motion sponsored by 
Limuru Central MCA Murugami, 
seeking to have the members 
enact a legislation on county 
flag, county court of arms and 
its public seal. 

On August 12, the assembly’s 
Justice and Legal Affairs Com- 
mittee reported to the assembly 
that the prototype of the pro- 
posed county symbols was ready 
and would be presented to the 
assembly for approval. 

Mr Thangwa requested the 
Leader of the Majority in the 
county assembly to seek clari- 
fication from the executive by 
Tuesday, as to when the Bill on 
county symbols would the tabled 
in the House.

Counties to set up regional marketing agency

Tourism Recovery Task Force 
Chairperson Lucy Karume said the 
strategy would prevent the issuing 
of blanket travel advisories, which 
have been hurting tourism across 
the country. 

She said tourists would be encour- 
aged to visit resort towns that are 
secure, thereby ensure the country 
does not lose international holiday- 
makers to other countries. 

Malindi, Kilifi and Watamu towns, 
for example, should be categorised 
as safe resorts at the Coast, with 
international tourists urged to visit 
them, she added. 

Woo back holidaymakers 

Ms Karume said Egypt had suc- 
cessfully implemented the zoning of 
safe tourist resorts. 

“Malindi and Watamu tourist towns 
suffer a lot because of the blanket 
travel advisories issued by Western 
countries when terrorists hit Mom- 
basa,” she said. 

“Zoning safe tourism circuits across 
the country will woo back holidaymak- 
ers,” she added. 

Ms Karume spoke at Voyager Hotel 
in Mombasa on Tuesday when the 
task force was gathering views from 
the region. 

At the same time, Ms Karume called 
on the Kenya Tourism Board to make

Ms Karume said the neighbouring 
tourism markets of Uganda, Tanza- 
nia, Rwanda and Burundi could turn 
around the sector if marketing was 
directed there. 

Kenya Tourism Board managing 
director Muriithi Ndegwa said char- 
tered airlines from traditional source 
markets should be given incentives to 



cushion them from losses they make 
owing to low passenger numbers. 

He said some European chartered 
airlines had withdrawn flights to 
Mombasa as they were incurring 
losses due to a low number of pas- 
sengers. 

He said the board has set aside 
$ 50,000 (SI14.5 million) to offer 
incentives to chartered airlines still 
flying to Mombasa. 

Mr Ndegwa appealed to the 
six counties at the Coast to raise 
$300,000 (Sh27 million) for the 
same cause. 

“We need to offer incentives to 
chartered airlines that support tour- 
ism so that they can continue to bring 
holidaymakers to the Coast region,” 
said Mr Ndegwa. 

The national marketing agency will 
involve the 47 county governments 
in local and international marketing 
campaigns to attract locals and out- 
siders, he added. 

He said the board would hold talks 
with governors and county tourism 
executives. 

Mr Ndegwa said the marketing 
agency will take part in the Berlin 
travel fair in Germany in March next 
year to woo back holidaymakers from 
the European country.

Pastor disappears after he was kicked out of church

A pastor who was dragged out of 
church by his members in Kinango 
on Sunday for allegedly misusing 
funds and “ruining marriages” has 
been missing for some days. 

The Jesus Jubilation Church pastor 
at Taru Trading Centre has not been 
seen since Sunday. 

He is said to have disappeared upon 
his release from Taru Police Station 
where his enraged flock took him. 



A member of the congregation, 
Mr Arnold Mwandurya, said the 
pastor has since disappeared with- 
out trace. 

Angry faithful stormed the church 
and threatened the pastor during Sun- 
day School. 

The pastor fled and locked himself 
in his house. However, the congre- 
gation went after him and broke 
down the door and dragged him by 
the collar to the police station 500 
meters away. 

“We have warned our pastor several 



times to stay away from our wives but 
apparently, this is still going on. We 
have also demanded records of ac- 
counts on church funds but he has not 
furnished us with them,” said another 
follower, Mr Dickson Chirunga. 

The rowdy faithful escorted the 
pastor to the police station and de- 
manded that he leaves. He is said to 
have denied the accusations and told 
the police the allegations were false 
and that he’d been framed. 

“The pastor told the police he had 
no affairs with members of his flock. 



He also said the church does not have 
mechanisms for accounting and that 
he was entitled to spend the cash since 
he was doing the work of the church,” 
said Mr Chirunga. 

Deputy County Commissioner 
Boniface Mwatela then advised the 
pastor to leave the area for his own 
safety. 

“I saw what happened and it was 
not pleasant. I cannot say if the al- 
legations are true or not. But I know 
the congregation is angry with him,” 
Mr Mwatela said.

State could 
lose Sh7m in 
prison food 
supply scams

Up to Sh7 million could be 
lost for supplies that were never 
made to Wundanyi Prison in Taita 
Taveta. 

Three companies owned by 
prison warders are said to have 
been irregularly awarded contracts 
to supply food between 2012 and 
2013. However, even though they 
failed to deliver anything, they are 
now demanding payment. 

A source told the Nation that the 
companies have presented the of- 
ficer in charge of the prison, Mr 
Hamisi Bakari, with invoices. 

The owners of the companies 
are said to be taking advantage 
of their relationship with a senior 
officer in Kisii to push for the pay- 
ments. They said to have relatives 
in Malindi who ensured they were 
prequalified to make supplies. 
There are also reports that a person 
claiming to be a personal assistant 
to the deputy president is helping 
the push for payments. 

Approve payments 

“If the officer in charge approves 
the payments, the government will 
lose millions of shillings,” said. 

“In some cases, they supplied 
just a few kilogrammes of beans 
and maize but are demanding pay- 
ment for everything contained in 
the order,” said the source. 

“On a few occasions, we received 
50kgs of beans instead of 90 but 
as you know we are only there to 
watch and receive what were are 
given and not to question anything,” 
said the source. 

However, Mr Bakari said he was 
aware of the deals and had launched 
investigations before any payments 
can me made. “I know deals were 
cut. May be that is why I was 
confronted with threats when I 
reported here this year,” he said.

Poaching of 
turtles down, 
say experts

Turtle poaching has significantly 
gone down in Lamu County, ac- 
cording to an organisation dealing 
with protection of marine life. 

World Wide Fund Kenya Marine 
official Hassan Bwanamkuu said 
Pemba and Somalia fishermen 
trapping turtles during fishing. 
“However, these cases have now 
reduced after the fishermen ac- 
quired the right fishing nets,” Mr 
Bwanamkuu said.

Turtles are poached for their 
meat, shells and eggs.

A number of counties 
plan to enact laws 
to regulate funeral 
processions and burials 
following complaints that 
the ceremonies interfere 
with school programmes 
and businesses. 

Kisumu, Vihiga and 
Kakamega are set to pass 
Bills to ensure that burials 
do not disrupt residents’ 
activities. 

Nyamira Governor John 
Nyagarama said burying 
the dead on Fridays, in 
the SDA-dominated areas 
of Gusiiland, reduced the 
time spent on learning. 

“Many teachers don’t 
work on Fridays as they 
attend funerals, while chil- 
dren are forced to stay at 
home as their schools are 
used for funeral services,” 
Mr Nyagarama told the Na- 
tion in a past interview. 

The Kisumu County As- 
sembly passed a Motion 
in August to bar funeral 
processions from the town 
centre, saying they disrupt 
business. 

“The processions through 
the town centre during 
weekdays adversely affect 
business. This Motion 
seeks to bar these people 
from passing through the 
central business district,” 
said Mr Jackton Onunga, 
the Tourism committee 
chairman. 

Funeral processions 
will be banned from pass- 
ing through the town and 
anyone who breaks the 



rule will be liable to a fine 
of Shl5,000 or six months 
in prison. 

In Vihiga, the problem is 
not about the processions 
but the availability of burial 
land. 

Leader of Majority An- 
drew Ahuga said a Motion 
requiring the county gov- 
ernment to build a public 
cemetery would soon be 
tabled in the House. 

“We have been burying 
the dead on our arable 
land. As a result, we have 
lost land on which to plant 
our crops. We need land for 
agriculture to enable us to 
feed the county,” he said. 

Making noise 

Kakamega County 
Leader of Majority Robert 
Makhanu said the assem- 
bly was preparing a Bill 
that would regulate the 
ceremonies. 

“The processions be- 
come a nuisance when the 
participants pass through 
the town centre, with the 
people making a lot of 
noise. The Bill will put in 
place mechanisms to stop 
that,” he said. 

The Kakamega Assembly 
passed a Motion to compel 
the county government to 
build a public cemetery in 
each of the sub-counties. 

“We realised that the resi- 
dents who bury their loved 
ones on their farms can no 
longer do any kind of farm- 
ing on the land. This calls 
for the establishment of a 
public cemetery for each 
sub-county,” Mr Makhanu 
added.

Board to vet farmers before Council raises red flag over 
purchasing their produce attacks on press freedom

Maize farmers will be vetted before 
their new harvest is taken in by the 
National Cereals and Produce Board 
to help curb illegal imports. 

Two MPs, Mr Silas Tiren (Moiben) 
and Mr Wesley Korir (Cherangany) 
yesterday said the system would 
seal the loopholes being exploited 
by middlemen who sell the maize to 
the board. 

Farmers will be required to produce 
documents and receipts for fertilisers, 
seeds and other farm inputs purchased 
during the sowing season. The docu- 
ments will help to estimate the acreage 
and harvest projection. 

“It will help kick out individuals 
who do not farm but will want to sell 
over 300 bags. If a farmer bought four 



bags of fertiliser and two of seeds, it 
will be absurd to have more than too 
bags,” Mr Tiren added. 

This, he added, would shield 
farmers from being exploited by 
middlemen hoarding maize. 

“We are aware some unscrupulous 
businessmen have been importing 
maize and buying some from des- 
perate farmers as they target the 
opening of cereals board depots,” 
the MP said. 

Mr Korir asked the government to 
evaluate the East African Common 
Market Agreement, saying it threat- 
ened to choke agriculture. 

He said the pact had crippled sugar, 
maize and coffee markets and disad- 
vantaged local farmers who compete 
with Ugandans and Tanzanians whose 
production costs are lower.

The Media Council of Kenya has 
raised the alarm over the violation 
of media freedoms by county gov- 
ernments. 

MCK chief executive officer Haron 
Mwangi said some county govern- 
ment officials were threatening 
journalists who unearth scandals 
in their areas. 

“We are also alarmed by an emerg- 
ing trend of some governors seeking 
news coverage in their regions to be 
tilted in their favour,” Dr Mwangi said 
in Kitale yesterday. 

The MSK would take up the mat- 
ter with the Council of Governors 
and seek an explanation on the 
threats. 

Trans Nzoia Journalists Associa- 



tion chairman Duncan Opany said 
the challenge had been reinforced by 
journalists on the payrolls of county 
governments. 

But the council boss vowed to 
take up the matter with all the media 
houses to avoid this conflict of inter- 
est on the part of journalists. 

“Journalists who are drawing 
salaries from both the county gov- 
ernments and their media houses 
are compromising their ethics since 
they can’t unearth scandals,” said Dr 
Mwangi. 

He said investigations had 
revealed that there were 19 jour- 
nalists on the payroll of a county 
government he did no name. In 
another county, a fully furnished 
office has been provided for use by 
journalists.

Girl injured as elderly 
man tries to rape her 

A girl aged 10 is nursing wounds 
at the Nyeri County Referral 
Hospital after she was attacked 
with a panga by a 65-year-old 
man who attempted to defile her. 
The minor from Karurumo 
Village was rescued by one of 
her relatives. She was taken to 
hospital by her mother and the 
relative. Ms Terry King’ori, a 
nurse, said the girl sustained 
deep cuts on the neck and the 
head. Her right thumb was 
almost severed. “We are taking 
her for X-rays to check if she 
sustained internal injuries,” said 
the nurse. Tetu Sub-County 
Deputy Commissioner Haman 
Shabi said the man fled and that 
police are searching for him.

SlandTdty Schools with low enrolment 
water board wj]] be closed down, says PS

The Nairobi Water and Sewerage 
Company’s ll-member board has 
been dissolved after a court ruled 
that the members were in office 
illegally. 

In a judgment delivered at the 
High Court yesterday, members 
of the board were ordered to 
vacate office and the vacancies 
advertised for fresh competitive 
recruitment. 

Nairobi Governor Evans Kidero 
was found guilty of “single-hand- 
edly” constituting the board when 
the tenure of the team that was led 
by Mr Peter Kuguru ended. 

He had appointed as chairman 
Mr Raphael Nzomo, whose ascen- 
sion to office raised eyebrows on 
grounds that it was unconstitu- 
tional. 

Activist Okiya Omtata lodged a 
petition challenging the appoint- 
ments early this year. 

“This is a company that was 
formed using public funds and 
limited to serve the interests of 
the public. 

“The county government and 
governor are only trustees, and 
cannot dictate its directorship,” 
Lady Justice Mumbi Ngugi said 
in her judgment. 



Public institutions will 
need minimum number 
of learners and teachers 
to remain in operation

P ublic primary and secondary 
schools with fewer students and 
teachers than recommended 
will be closed down or merged with 
others to optimise resource use. 

Education Principal Secretary Belio 
Kipsang says a school must have a 
minimum teacher-student ratio for 
it to remain in operation. 

“We are organising schools to boost 
quality learning. This will include 
merging schools with fewer students 
with others because they are not sus- 
tainable,” the PS told a conference of 
principals of teacher training colleges 
in Mombasa yesterday. 

A task force chaired by Dr Kilemi 
Mwira proposed, in a report handed to 
the government recently, that a class 
should have at least 32 students. 

“It is unrealistic to have schools

which are neighbouring one another, 
each with a principal, a deputy and 
teachers yet have very few students. 
We will be wasting resources,” Dr 
Kipsang said. 

“The government wants to optimise 
the teachers we have and that is why 



we don’t see sense in having a school 
with, lets say, 60 students and with 
so many teachers, yet other schools 
have a shortage of teachers. Also, we 
don’t want to have classrooms with no 
students in school when other schools 
can utilise them” the PS said. 

A boarding school must have a 
minimum of three streams with at 
least 25 students per class, while a 
day school will have two streams with 
at least 45 students per class. 

Dr Kipsang said the ministry will 
soon begin mapping out schools to 
establish student population against 
the number of teachers. 

“In January and February next year, 
we shall conduct a needs assessment 
to establish the type of curriculum that 
is most appropriate for us. We will 
consider how long we want our chil- 
dren to be in primary and secondary 
schools, as well as in the university,” 
the PS said. 

Parents will also have a chance to 
say what they want their children 
taught in terms of knowledge and 
skills, Dr Kipsang said. 

“We have already prepared ques- 
tionnaires to be used during the 
survey that will also involve schools 
and communities and all other stake- 
holders,” the PS said.

Traders shun costly local fish for Uganda’s fresh deals

Fishmongers are opting to get 
commodities from Uganda or as far 
as Lodwar, citing high prices and 
scarcity. 

Poor storage by Kisumu fishermen 
is also driving traders and consum- 
ers away, according to Ms Josephine 
Achieng’, who blames local fishermen 
and middlemen for the mess. 

“Ugandan fishermen are using cool- 
ers to ensure their fish stay fresh. We 
cannot buy from our beaches because 



middlemen are given first priority and 
they end up quoting ridiculous prices,” 
she said yesterday. 

She added that they buy two large 
tilapia in Uganda for Sh280 while one 
in Kenya goes for SI1250 

“The price can shoot up to SI1500, 
depending on the size of the fish,” 
she said. 

Ms Achieng’ who sells fish at Jubi- 
lee Market, said she and a group of 
other traders had invested in a pick- 
up truck that fetches fresh fish from 
Uganda every week. 



“We pay between SI1300 and 
Shi, 000 for transport, depending 
on the amount of fish one has or- 
dered,” she told the Nation at her 
stall yesterday. 

Another trader, Ms Roselyne 
Odhiambo, who sells dried and 
smoked fish, said she gets hers from 
Lake Turkana. 

“Since we cannot get local fish, we 
buy from a warehouse at Kichinjio 
beach. That is where all the fish from 
Lake Turkana is kept,” she said. 

She said she buys one fish at SI1130 



and makes a profit of about Sh20. “It 
is what I can make because the fish 
take long to get here. I have to cater for 
that when pricing them,” she said. 

Kichinjio Beach Management Unit 
chairman Michael Opiyo said the 
beaches had been neglected. 

“The government no longer cares 
about what happens in Lake Victoria. 
We try to ensure some fish is left for 
traders in Kisumu, but that is very 
difficult because of the large number 
of middlemen. We have no power,” 
he said.

Publishers 
demand jail 
sentences for 
book pirates

Book publishers now want pi- 
rates to be arrested and imprisoned 
for not less than 10 years. 

Kenya Publishers Association 
chairman Lawrence Njagi yesterday 
said that from next year, anyone 
found selling pirated books would 
face the full force of the law. 

According to Mr Njagi, KPA 
was working with the Education 
ministry to formulate an anti- 
counterfeit law. 

“Those involved in any form of 
piracy will be charged with an anti- 
counterfeit offence and pay a fine of

not less than ShlO million or serve 
more than 10 years in jail,” he said, 
and added that most of the pirated 
copies were exam books. 

“Pirates have started download- 
ing books from the internet and 
selling unapproved flash cards,” 
he added. 

Mr Njagi said they were work- 
ing with the government to ensure 
implementation of a national book 
policy next year. 

“The issue of teachers becom- 
ing booksellers will be addressed 
through the policy,” he said. 

County Director of Education 
Harrison Kiburu said inspections 
in public schools revealed that the 
ratio of textbooks to students was 
1:5, contrary to the records at the 
Ministry of Education, which show 
the ratio to be 1:1. 

“Pirated books are also a major 
problem in schools. Some of these 
books have wrong information,” Mr 
Kiburu said.

Case of ousted leader 
sent to parties tribunal 

A case challenging the removal 
from office of former majority 
leader was yesterday handed 
over to the Political Parties 
Dispute Tribunal.
